CONCLUSION 

Fan and Hashimoto do no more than the well-known mouse or track ball. Movement 
of Fan, pointer Hght or of Hashimoto's remote contro. unit causes positioning of the cursor 
just as does movement of a mouse or track ball. Action of Hashing sefect.cn switch 9 
selects the icon on winch the cursor is positioned, just as do the left click and right click 
swnchcs onamouseort.ck ball. In each of the claims of the present a PpIication , movement 
of the cursor 13 on the disp.ay screen 7 requires ^M*^^ or (J)
